war office announcement today. 


West of the Suippe the French are keeping in touch with 


the German rear guard and have reached the heights southwest 
of Horonvilliers. 


The French and American troops in nhamoagne have gain- 


-:d further ground north of Blanc Mont in the'direction of the 
river Arnes, according to the official statement. 


Along the Aisne canal in the region of Rheims the French 


are pressing the Germans vigorously and have crossed the cans.: 
at several points. The French have reached the outskirts of 
Benuericourt, east of the canal. 


Violent fighting continues north of St. Quentin. In desper- 


ate fighting the French have driven the enemy from the heights 
southeast of Chardon-Vert. 


The French have maintained their gains in heavy fighting 


east of the Argonne forest. Northeas-t of Rheims in the last 
ave days the French have taken more than 2,500 prisoners and 
31 guns.
